The INS file on Susie Chang's mother shows that her petition 
for naturalization lists a daughter, Esther, born November 23, 1935, who 
resides in London, England. 

The mother's file also reflects that on Aprilf 3i 1962, the 
mother filed a petition in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; for a second 
preference visa under the Chinese quota for her daughter Esther. The 
mother was represented, in connection with this petition, by the 
New York City law firm of Donovan. Leisure and Irvini Burrows commented 
that this is the same law firm which James B. Donovan, recently involved 
in exchanges of Cuban prisoners, is a member of. The visa petition stated 
that Esther Chang is an experienced nurse whose services were needed at 
Princeton, New Jersey. The petition for visa was approved April 17, 
1962, and the U. S. Consulate at London was notified of this fact. Burroi 
I commented that if the Chinese quota had openings, she might conceivably 
[be able to come into the country but there are no openings at this time. 
[Burrows further commented that in view of the present situation in which 
Susie Chang is involved, INS is preparing a letter to State suggesting 
that State might wish to check with appropriate local British authorities 
in London before issuing her a vba to come to the U. S. 

Burrows assured that the Bureau will be advised of any further 
information concerning Susie Chang which comes to INS attention.

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1. On Friday, 21st June. 1963. you asked me to undertake an inquiry 
with these terms of reference: 

"To examine, in the light of the circumstances leading to the 
resignation of the former Secretary of State for War. Mr* J. D. Profumo. 
the operation of the Security Service and the adequacy of their 
co-operation with the Police in matters of security, to investigate any 
information or material which may come to his attention in this 
connection and to consider any evidence there may be for believing 
that national security has been, or may be. endangered and to report 
thereon.** 

2. On Monday, 24th June, 1963. 1 started wort On Tuesday. 25th June, 
1963. I started hearing witnesses and the hearings continued for forty-nine 
days. There were about one hundred and sixty witnesses in all. Some of them 
came more than once. Stephen Ward came three times. Christine Keeler 
twice. Mr. Profumo twice. Some of the witnesses did not wish their identity 
to be disclosed. I have not, therefore, appended a list of them. But they 
covered a wide range : The Prime Minister, eight Cabinet Ministers, four 
other Ministers, as well as three of the Law Officers, five Members of the 
House of Lords. 15 Members of the House of Commons, several Civil 
Servants, including the Official Head of the Civil Service, the Secretary of 
the Cabinet, the Permanent Under-Secretary of State for the Home Depart* 
ment; and the Principal Private Secretary to the Prime Minister; the Com- 
missioner of the Metropolitan Police and several officers of the force ; the 
Director-General of the Security Service, his Deputy and several members of 
his staff (I also visited twice the Headquarters of the Security Service) ; 25 
members of the newspaper profession, including newspaper proprietors, 
editors, reporters and other journalists ; six girls and nine men who knew 
Stephen Ward well ; and several members of the general public who volun- 
teered information. I received also numerous written memoranda. After 
hearing evidence. I have devoted four weeks to the preparation of thfe 
report. I would like to thank all of the witnesses who so generously gave 
of their time to assist me, I am also much indebted to my secretaries. Mr* 
T, A, Critchley of the Home Office, and Mr, A. J, M, Chitty of the Treasury 
Solicitor's Department, whose knowledge and experience have been ol 
immense value. They have worked long hours and have shown much ability 
and courtesy in handling the many delicate situations that have aoaea. 
The whole of the ancillary staff earned my warm gratitude. Finop te 

beginning to the end of my inquiry the high quality and excellent q|£t of 

my staff were of the greatest possible assistance. J 
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3. In preparing this report, and following the terms of reference. I 
divided it into four Parts. 

The First Part sets out ** the circumstances leading to the resignation 
of the former Secretary of State for War, Mr. J. D. Profumo *\ 
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The Second Part is my examination of "the operation of *r Security 
Service and the adequacy of their co-operation with the Polfltia natters 
ofsecurity" .■'■'.-■■■.- >\' -*-^- ; : ' ^ ?i :l.^* 

The Third Part gives my Conclusions on the First and Secotd Parts. 

The Fourth Part is my investigation into the ** information and material 
which has come to my attention in this connection " and my consideration 
of "any evidence there may be (or believing that national security baa 
been, or may be, endangered". 

4. Before embarking on the Report, however. I must point out that my 
inquiry has been subject to some unavoidable limitations. 

(ii) Limitations of the Inquiry and Report 

5. It has been much debated what is the best way to deal with matters 
such as those referred to me. The appointment of a tribunal under the Tribunal 
of Inquiries Act* 1921, is an elaborate and costly machine, equipped with ail 
the engines of the law— counsel, solicitors, *itnesies on oath* absolute privi- 
lege, openness to the public (so far as possible) and committal for contempt- 1 - 
but it suffers from the invincible drawback, in doing justice, that there is no 
prosecution, no charge, and no defence. The appointment of a Select Com- 
mittee of one or both Houses of Parliament is a yery representative body, but 
it is said to suffer from the drawback (to some eyes) that the inquisitors are 
too many and may be influenced in their, often divergent, views by political 
considerations* so that there may be too much dissent to cany authority. 
Now there is this inquiry which I have been entrusted with done. It has the 
advantage that there can be no dissent, but it has two great disadvantages: 
first, being in secret, it has not the appearance of justice; second, in carrying 
out the inquiiy, I have had to be detective, inquisitor, advocate and judge, 
and it has been difficult to combine them. But I have come to see that it has 
three considerable advantages, first, inasmuch as it has been held in private 
and isx strict confidence, the witnesses were, I am sure, much more frank than 
they would otherwise have been. Secondly, I was able to check the evidence 
ol one witness against that of another more freely* Thirdly^ and most important 
aspersions cast by witnesses against others (who are not able to defend them* 
selves) do not achieve the publicity which is inevitable in a Court of Law or 
Tribunal of Inquiry. 

6* You were good enough to say that, if I needed further powers, I ^as 
to ask for them, I have not felt the need. Evety witness whom I asked to come, 
has come, without being subpoenaed Every witness has answered the questions 
I put to him, without being threatened with contempt I have been told as much 
truth without an oath as if it were on oath. It was not the lack of powers which 
handicapped me. It was the very nature of the inquiry with which I was 
entrusted % 

7, At every stage of this inquiry I have been faced fife thia great 
anxiety : How far should I go into matters which seem to sfafljpfeat someone 
or other has been guilty of a criminal offence, or of profi mil ijtf misconduct, 
or moral turpitude, or even incompetence? My inquiry is not a suitable body 
to determine guilt or innocence. I have not the means at my disposal. No 
witness has given evidence on oath* None has been cross-examined. No charge 
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has bcctt preferred No opportunity to defend has been open. It ?°*? * r mt 
an inescapable dilemma: On the one hand, if I refrain from going ate foefc 
matters, my inquiry will be thwarted Questions that have been asfad In Jha 
public interest will not be answered. Suspicions that have already fcfai 
heavily on innocent persons may not be removed. Yet, on the other M tf 
I do go into these matters I may well place persons under a cloud when it 
is undeserved : and I may impute to them offences or misconduct which they 
have never had the chance to rebut Above all I have to remember that the 
information that I have been given has been given in confidence. In order 
to enable every witness to speak frankly and truly to me, I have assured 
each one that what they tell me is in strict confidence and will be used only 
for the purposes of my inquiry and report. This means that whatever I say 
in this report it should not be used "for any other purpose: in particular 
none of it should be used for the purposes of any prosecution or proceeding 
against anyone. But I cannot of course, prevent anyone from seeking evidence 
aliunde and acting on it 

8. Such being the inescapable difficulties inherent in this form of inquiry, 
I have come to the conclusion that all I can do is this : 

When the facts are clear beyond controversy, I will state them as 
objectively as I can, irrespective of the consequences to individuals: and 
I will draw any inference that is manifest from those facts. But when 
the facts are in issue, I must always remember the cardinal principle of 
justice — that no man is to be condemned on suspicion. There must be 
evidence which proves his guilt before he is pronounced to be so. I will 
therefore take the facts in his favour rather than do an injustice which is 
without remedy. For from my findings there is no appeal 

9. To those who in consequence will reproach me for " white-washing *\ 
I would make this answer : While the public interest demands that the facts 
should be ascertained as completely as possible, there is a yd higher public 
interest to be considered, namely, the interest of justice to the individual 
which overrides all other. At any rate, speaking as a Judge, I put justice first
